Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Refer to Page 1 , line 1 1 , change character reference "rotary nuts 32" to read 
-rotary nuts 33-. 

Refer to Page 1, line 23, change the word "an" to -a- in the phrase "in which an convex 
and concave" to read -in which a convex and concave-. 

Refer to Page 5, line 28, change the word "lienar" to read -linear-. 

Refer to Page 6, line 20 and Page 9, line 26, change the character reference "convex 
portions 10" to either -linear portions 10- or -convex portions 15-. 

Refer to Page 8, line 30, change the word "lateral" to read -linear-. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3,6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nakamura '320. Nakamura '320 shows in Figures 1-3 a chuck assembly (10) having a rotary 
sleeve (17) provided on a body (11), a ring member (18,23) engaged with a two piece rotary nut 
(15) and jaws (12) engaged with the two piece rotary nut to provide forward and backward 
movement of the jaws for engagement of a tool insert. Nakamura '320 further shows a convex 
and concave engaging means (19,20) located between the ring member and the rotary sleeve 
for securing the ring member and rotary sleeve together. Nakamura '320 further shows the 
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convex and concave engaging means comprising a concave portion (19) located on the 
circumferential surface of the rotary sleeve and a linear projection (23) located on the ring 
member, both at a predetermined angular position. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Yang et 
al. '691. Yang et al. '691 shows in Figures 1-4 a chuck assembly (100) having a rotary sleeve 
(5) provided on a body (1), a ring member (7) engaged with a two piece rotary, nut (2) and jaws 
(3) engaged with the two piece rotary nut to provide forward and backward movement of the 
jaws for engagement of a tool insert. Yang et al. '691 further shows a convex and concave 
engaging means (5-1,5-2,7-1,7-2) located between the ring member and the rotary sleeve for 
securing the ring member and rotary sleeve together. Yang et al. '691 further shows the convex 
and concave engaging means comprising a concave portion (5-1,5-2) having a window (5-1) 
and a groove (5-2) located on the circumferential surface of the rotary sleeve and a linear 
projection (7-2) located on the ring member, both at a predetermined angular position. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 5 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
